RUMFORD HISTORIAN 

REVIEWS BOOK ON SUBJECT OF 

POOR FAMILY OF ANDOVER 
by Randy L. Bennett 

Recently, I came across*a new 
book on the Poor Family of. An- 
dover that certainly is one which 
Bethel readers should be inform- 
ed, The importance of the mere 
existence of the volume calls. for 
this, 

The book is called, “Yankee 
Family," and was written, using 
mainly primary sources, by James 
R. McGovern of the University of 
West Florida. In this study, which 
encompasses more than just a 
sturdy of the Poors themselves, a 
scholarly work with many foot: 
notes appears which while sub- 
stantlating the Poors as one of 
the most prominent families in 
Oxford County, gives a summary 
of the roles they and the Pleree 
family (the Plerces married into 
the Poors) as middle-upper clasg. 
citizens and a typical couple of 
New England familles had while 
experiencing American. life, The 
book consists mainly of the Poors 
as an example of the decline of 
the great Anglo-Saxon regime in 
América. When the immigrants 
came to this country In great numi- 
bers in the Jate 19th century, the 
end was near for the Poors and 
families like them that had con: 
trolled the community they Uved 
in (in this case Bangor and Ati 
dover, Maine, and New York City 
and Brookline, Mass,),
